British ‘peace keepers’ have rich
history dating to Anglo-Saxon times

I take ¢are af policing in the

United Kingeeimn, and RAF Lak-
enheath is policed by Sulfolk Constabu-
lary. 1i*s the constabulary’s duty 1o up-
holel law and order in the acea, Counly
constabulacies report to the Home Office
who sets ministerial priarities as o basis
for local policing plans.

Early Times

There has been a repulating body 1o
enzure law and order for more than 1,000
years. In Anglo-Saxaon times the men of a
community took their tum as parish con-
stables, and it was their job 1o keep the
loeals in order. [t wos known s keeping
the peace. More serious crimes were con-
sidered 10 be againat the King's Peace,

The role of pacish constzble was not i
popular one, and the incumbents had to
carry aut the dutizs of peacekeeper
alongside their normal role, Their duties
ineluded meting out ponishment 1
wrongdoers — such as whipping vogranis
suntil thair backs be bloody,” ducking in
the village pond, and placing offenders in
the stacks so that the puablic knew of
theircrime.

There was no pay, no unilorm @nd the
individuals had only o staft of office 19
distinguish themn from everyone else,

Walchkeepers

The first paid police officers were
knoown as watchkeepers, and they were
intcoduced in 1663 in the city of Leodon.
They were known as "Charlies” and it's
thowghe 1his name was used because
Charles 1T was on the throne of England
at the time.

The watchkeepers were cmplayed to
ouard the siresls 3t night, and they re-
ceived o small sum of money for their do-
ties. Their ermeoury ineluded a bell, Jao-

tern, rattle and stadT, Tt was interesting
that, though this peocly paid job anly at-
tracted older men, Londoen was consid-
ered o have the most effective night po-
lice force anywhere until the end of the
18th cariury.

Bow Street Runners

In [ 748, with il appointment of Henty
Ficlding as Chisl Magiseratc for
Westminster, the role of policing changed
clramatically.

Tr L7560 the ficst constables were ap-
poimted full-time as constables, There
were initially $1x men, and they became
very successful in breaking up o number
of criminal gangs, They came to bekoow
ax the Bowr Street Bunners,

Heowever, this did ool do much ta bring
diwwn erime in Londen. Crime and Jisos-
der had polten worse with the move of
thousands of people Brom rural areas infe
tawms and cities duning the industrial
revolution. This situation led to many
people living in poor and overceowded
conditions, with no sacial care available.

Cne of the moest difficult areas to po-
lice was the River Thames, at the times a
thriving port with ships bringing gaads
frarm all over the world, This provided the
jcleal opporunity for thisves 10 ply their
trade, Tn an attempt to counter this -
crease io crime, the Marine Police were in=
traduced in 1798, They warked from eats
on the river 1o help protect the ship own-
efa.

Peelers and Bobbies

Up 1 nopwy, policiog bad besn very
much about reacting to crimes commitied.
Things changed drastically with the ap-
pointment of Sir Robert Pecl ta the posi-
tion of Home Secretary in 1522, The next
few years saw many reforms in the way
policing was carricd oot. Peel firmly be-
lieved that it was better to prevent erime
from bappening rather than to calch and
punish people after they had commitied a
CTimic.

The Metropalitan Police Act of 18529
introduced a single pelive foree for the
whole of Londan — that is for an area
roughly within a gircle seven miles foom
the cenire of Londan. The erginal home
of the Metropolitan Police was at 4
Whitehall Place {and it became known a5
Scotland Yard.)

This was the first time police afficers
hatel worn 2 uniform, and it was designed
deliberately to maake them look as much
like civiliang as possible. This distinctive
unifoem led to them being known as “Peel-
ers’ or 'Bobbies’ afier their foundsr, The
criferia to become a 'Bobbic” was thal i@
mian be under 35, healihy and sitong, at
least five feet seven inchies in height,
cialm, guict and determined, hold when re-
guired, but above all they had 1o keep
their femper — quite a tall order, 1'% inter-
csting to oee that it wasn™t until very ee-
cently, in 1970, that women were fully in-
regrated into police forces.

Tools for the Job

Kuch has changed from (he eacly days
of the locul constable carrying out his du-
tics on faotb wilh oly minimal assistunce.
Today, not only has techpology mode
communication much exsier, but the use
of state of the act transpedtation kelps in
tha fight against criminals,

Back in 1954 the first police dog school
was apened, This was 2 move io recogni-
tion of the shortfall in manpawer caused
by the Sccond World War, and the valu-
able work that dogs had pecformied during-
the war, Wacking dogs became, and still
are, an importint el for police efficers,
Initially, only male Alsations were used,
but the value of other breeds has now
been recognised, particularly in the detec-
tign of dmps.

Policing Forums

In order for policing i remain cffective
in lacal communilisg, a bady called the
Police Authority has been set up in cach
county to cnsure that the public are re-
ceiving the best possible service fram
their constabulary. One of the ways of
doing this is public consultation, and
twice a year a member of the Police Au-
iherity chairs a publie mecting. The meet-
ing iz alse attended by the Seeier Com-
mander who presents sesults for the pre-
wioys six months,
